JEWELRY STORE OLERKS BRING “ MR. 
SMITH” TO A QUIOK HALT. 


He Examines Brooches on the Goodrich 
Company’s Counters and Appropriates 
One, Only to Be Followed from the 

Room by Harry Leon and a Revolver 
Exciting Chase Down Dearborn Street 
and a Swift Capture—Detectives Think 
They Recognize the Culprit as Mr. Texas. 


Stop or I'll shoot!“ were the words that 
startled the crowd which surged past Tun 
Tarsuye Building yesterday afternoon. It 
was 2 o’clock, the hob when the street is 
busiest, and the cry was heard by fully 300 
persons. Then three men dashed wildly from 
the jewelry store of the E. H. Goodrich com- 
pany, No. 90 Madison street. Two were 
hotly pursuing the third ana one pursuer 
waved a revolver in the air and threatened to 
fire. ‘The crowd parted right and left 
in front and people scattered like sheep. 
Several shouted to the man with the 
revolver not to fire, He did not and it was 
fortunate. Yet he was less than ten feet be- 
hind the man pursued and might have put a 
bullet into him with certainty and ease. 

The man chased was captured a half block 
south of Madison street on Dearborn, where. 
he almost ran into the arms of Detective

Brig.-Gen. James H. Barkley is in com- 
mand of the Second Brigade, and the com- 
manding offivers of the Fourth and Fifth Regi- 
ments of Infantry and Battery A reported to 
him on their arrival. Col. Fred Bennitt. 
commanding Third Infantry, has been desig- 
nated as the commanding officer of the Third 
Brigade, and to him the officers commanding 
the Third and Sixth Infantry and Cavalry, 
Troop B, reported early this morning. | 

At 10 o'clock this morning each brigade 
will be formed in front of its camp for in- 
spection, which will probably be conducted 
by Col. Henry F. Donovan, Inspector Gen- 
eral, accompanied by Lieut. Col. Henry Davis 
Jr., Assistant Inspector General, Second 
Brigade. After the inspections the usual 
routine as announced in the “ service calls” 
for the tour,“ will be observed. The camp is 
within one block of Windsor Park station and 
may be reached by the Illinois Central trains 
and the electric road.

FARMERS STILL HUNTING FOR MYERS. 


They Surround the Woods and Hope to 
Starve Him OuteMay Have Filed. 

Oaxtanp, III., Aug. 22.—[Special.]—The 
excitement over the Myers case still con- 
tinues unabated in Brushy Fork neighbor- 
hood, yet there are no startling developments. 
The best information that can be obtained by 
interviewing his relatives is that Myers has 
fled and will never return.

Myers, who is a Justice of the Peace. The 
correspondent of Tun Trisuns saw the wife 
of the outlaw and the niece today. Mrs. 
Myers stated that the last she had seen of her 
husband was Friday evening,and that she 
had not at any time carried him provisions 
or permitted her daughter to do so. 
She also stated that her niece, Lizzie Rood- 
pasture, was a wayward girl and had not more 
than half sense. The niece herself being seen, 
stated that her uncle had tied a rope around 
her neck and hung her. He had also some 
days previous to this given her a severe beat- 
ing with a whip, cutting gashes in 
both of her limbs. The reason that 
Myers had beaten her was because 
he thought she had told that one of his girls 
was going to runoff witha rural swain in the 
neighborhood. At that time he placed a rope 
around her neck, drewit up tight, and further 
drew a sharp knife and told her that he was 
going to cut her throat. It is now said that 
the last seen of Myers was a little before day- 
light this morning, when he rode up on 
a horse to the woodyard of Eli 
Hopewell going toward Brocton, a small 
station on the Clover Leaf railroad.

SENATOR VOORHEES’ DIVERSIFIED HA- 
RANGUE. | 

The speech made yesterday by Senator 
Voorhees, Chairman of the Finance com- 
mittee, was a curious and a characteristic one. 
He demanded the unconditional repeal of the 
Sherman law, and the vote which he will cast 
therefor will be a creditable one to that ex- 
tent. But judging by what he said yesterday 
he hedged in every direction and seeks to 
apologize for not being with the free cuinage 
short-dollar fellows. He advocated more 
demagogically than ever before all the finan- 
cial and fantastical fool heresies he has ever 
held—and they are innumerable, 

For some inexplicable reason he thrust par- 
tisan politics into his remarks. At the very 
outset, he had something to say about an 
empty Treasury left by the last administra- 
tion, and the record of a billion-doliar Con- 
gress. The Congress to which he refers did 
appropriate a billion. The Democratic one 
which followed it appropriated more than a 
billion, though its Democratic members led 
by Economy Holman were pledged to the 
eyes to economy.“ It would have been in 
better taste if Voorhees had to refer to the 
subject at all for him to say that both Con- 
gresses and both parties were tarred with the 
same brush, that honors were easy on the 
score of extravagance, and that the better 
men of both parties shoyld unite to undo any 
mischief their joint extravagance had caused. 

Voorhees’ looseness of thought and expec- 
toration of speech showed themselves when 
in bragging of the limitless resources of the 
United States he said that—- 

The interstate commerce of the United States 
alone exceeds in value the entire foreign com- 


merce and carrying trade of Great Britain, Ger- 
many, France, Austria, Holland, Russia, and Bel- 
giam put together. 

Suppose it does. What does the internal 
commerce of the European countries men- 
tioned amount to? The Senator should have 
stated that it exceeds that of the similar kind 
of commerce in the United States by 300 or 
400 per cent. He had happened to pick up 
somewhere one isolated fact and used it ig- 
norant that it had no relevancy whatever to 
the repeal of the Sherman bill. 

His old fiat notions were brought forward 
by him more ostentatiously than has been the 
case for some time. He must have looked 
to Peffer for approval when he said— 

Money is simply a medium for the exchange of 
values; money is a creature and Congress.its 
creator. Gold and its alleged intrinsic value go 
for naught as a circulating medium unless the 
coin bears the stamp of the government—a stamp 
more powerful than the grasp of the lion’s paw 
or the eagle’s claw in bestowing life and activity 
on an otherwise useless material. The same of 
the stamp on silver or on paper, which at once 
ennobles them to an equality with gold in rur- 
chasing power, no matter how debased or value- 
less the material may have become as commodi- 
ties by sinister or unwise legislation. 

Real money is something besides a medium 
for the exchange of values. It has a barter or 
exchange value of its own. It has intrinsic 
value of itsown. It is a valuable commodity 
as wellasa medium of exchange. No such 
money as that is the creature of Congress, for 
that body can make neither gold ea in nor 
can it give them purchasing power. Congress 
can take 23 grains of gold and put a stamp 
onit which will satisfy all to whom the coin is 
offered that it contains so many grains of 
pure gold. The stamp does not give the gold 
its essential barter value. The Almighty con- 
ferred that function on it. The Congress may 
put on the guinea stamp” but the gold is 
just as valuable without it as with it. Twen- 
ty-three and one-quarter grains of gold bullion 
will exchange for as much other property as 
a stamped gold dollar. Senator Voorhees 
is old enough to know that fact. 

The only money which Congress is really 
the creator of is that paper currency which 
Voorhees has advocated on so many occasions. 
Such money has no intrinsic barter value. 
Nor is it a medium for the exchange of 
values—unless it has some kind of redemption 
in gold or silver. If redeemable in gold on 
demand it is a convenient and excellent 
medium of exchange. If redeemable in silver 
it is worth the amount of silver it calls for, 
but its value will be fluctuating as compared 
with the gold price which the brokers are will- 
ing to pay for silver, If redeemable in noth- 
ing it will be worth nothing, for nobody will 
be fool enough to give anything for it. These 
are elementary truths which Voorhees sheuld 
learn, if not too old to learn, before he makes 
another speech, | 

Even in abusing the Sherman law he could 
not refrain from exhibiting his innate partisan 
demagogism. He went out of his way to at- 
tack Senator Sherman, charging him and the 
Republicans with having made a compact 
with the silver mine men when they passed 
the law, which compact they were trying now 
to break. Voorhees said grandiloquently that 
he never voted for that law.“ Wiz did not 
he? Because he was for free coinage of short 
silver dollars. He said he voted the 
Sherman bill because he believed in bimet. 
allism.” No, but because he was against bi- 
metallism, and for the expulsion of gold, and 
for the monometaliic silver standard. Had 
the bill voted passed into a law there would 
not bea gold dollar in circulation and silver 
ones Would only be worth 60 cents each.

Then, after having abused the national 
banks and the money power and pluto- 
erats, Voorhees came out in favor of a 
“graded income tax,“ which is one of his 
panaceas for hard times. The South is for 
that kind of a tax on the North, and so Voor- 
hees is. The Southern tail wags the Northern 
dog in that party. 

It-is enough to say dt this time that neither 
that tax nor many of the other points made 
by Voorhees had anything whatever to do with 
the repeal of the Sherman law or the silver 
question. They were all dragged in by the 
ears to soothe and pacify as far as possible 
those different elements in Indiana which are 
against the repeal of the Sherman law, as 
they were once against its passage, unless free 
coinage of 58-cent silver dollars is enacted at 
the same time. Voorhees has not elevated 
himself as a statesman by the various fiscal

PROGRESS OF CHICAGO. 

The report for the year 1892 by British 
Consul J. Hayes Sadler, while purporting to 
be nothing more than a cold stateinent of 
facts, is in reality a glowing eulogy on this 
city and surroundings. Consul Sadler has 
been domiciled here long enough to catch the 
spirit of Chicago progress and appreciate the 
wonderful results it has achieved. And the 
(Edinburg) Scotsman has caught the spirit of 
Mr. Sadler, its issue of July 24 containing a 
long editorial condensation of his report. The 
Consul is disposed to believe that without the 
special stimulus of the Exhibition and of 
bountiful harvests Chicago would still have 
been able to repeat the gains of previous years 
and show a solid and general advancement in 
population, wealth, and trade. Of the figures 
for 1892 it may be said that no such rec- 
ord of concentrated and ceaseless activity in 
all branches of industry has yet been submit- 
ted in any commercial report, and “ it scarce- 
ly seems extravagant to say that Chicago at 
the present time is the most prosperous city 
in the most prosperous country in the world.“ 
Since 1890 it has added to its population as 
many inhabitants as Edinburg can boast of, 
is pressing New Yorkin the number of its 
citizens, and in bulk and value of trade it is 
beginning to press hard upon the commercial 
capital of the East. The capital employed in 
its manufacturing industries has almost 
doubled and the product has increased by 45 
per cent in the last four years. There are in- 
dications that before many years are over Chi- 
cago will become the leading manufacturing 
city in the United States; After quoting fig- 
ures taken from the census reports and from 
Tun Tunern annual reviews of the trade and 
commerce of this city, the paper says Chi- 
cago does not merely grow; it passes through 
a metamorphosie.”’ 

Consul Sadler cites several instances of real 
estate valuation in the business portion of the 
city, and the erection of new buildings after 
having pulled down old ones which would 
be too valuable in many other cities to be 
destroyed. In view of the vast accumulation 
of wealth he thinks little fear is entertained 
of a fall in the value of real estate or house 
property after the Exhibition is over.“ He 
notes the mushroom-like growth of hotels and 
apartment houses in the vicinity of Jackson 
Park, but says that Chicago has better and 
more permanent evidences of its progress to 
show. Herefersto the new Public Library 
building being constructed with its 187,000 
volumes, the Newberry Library holding 100, 
000 volumes nearing completion, the beautiful 
Art Institute, which will accommodate 600 
students, the Armour Institute, and the new

Now let its 
people come by thousands to witness and en- 
joy the consummation of their labors. 

It will be a long step towards securing this 
grand result that the Western Passenger As- 
sociation lines have receded from their posi- 
tion of last week, when they refused to adopt 
the proposition of the Alton to make half 
fare rates for Illinois day from all points in 
this State until a rate of $6 is reached and 
then charge $6 for the round trip from all 
points.beyond. Now they have adopted the 
following proposition, which applies not only 
to Illinois but to all States in the associa- 
tion’s territory, which reaches southwest to 
St. Louis and west to the Rocky Mountains 
and as far as Ogden, Utah, though eastwards 
it stops with the Illinois line: 

All lines in the association are euthorised to 
make for Illinois day at the World’s Fair a rate 
of one fare for the round trip from all points in 
Lilinois, and also from all points in the territory 
of the association within 800 miles of Chicago; 
excursion tickets to be sold Aug. 28, and also for 
trains reaching Chicago prior to Ang. 24, good 
to return up to and including Monday, Aug. 28, 
with the understanding that the same basis of 
rates may be used for special days set .aside by 
the World's Fair managers for other States in 
territory of the Western Passenger Association ; 
all return limits of tickets sold for other State 
days not to exceed seven days from date of issue 
where the distance is 1,000 miles or less and ten 
days where the distance is over 1,000 miles. 


The various State days occurring within the 
association's territory from now until the 
close of the Fair will be as follows: 


Under the provisions of the new rate ar- 
rangements the people of all these States will 
have the chance to come to the Fair on their 
days for one fare for the round trip, the tick- 
ets for Illinois day being good from today up 
toand including Monday, Aug. 28; the re- 
turn limit of tickets for other State days not 
to exceed seyen days from the date of issue 
where the distance is 1,000 miles or less and 
ten days where the distance is over 1,000 
miles. Under the arrangements the rate in 
some cases is good only for the special State. 
For instance, Minnesota would have no help 
from the Dakotas or Kansas from Nebraska 
or Colorado from either, but Wisconsin could 
count upon help froma part of Minnesota, half 
of Iowa, Northeast Missouri, and the whole of 
Illinois, and the latter three could depend 
upon the others in like manner. [Illinois can 
count upon nearly the whole of Wisconsin. 
Crossing the Mississippi south of St. Paul 
the area would include the southeastern 
corner of Minnesota, half the State 
of Iowa as far west as Des Moines, the north- 
eastern part of Missouri, or substantially all 
of it north of the Missouri River, and every 
man, woman, and child in Illinois can come 
at a half rate good for five days. The tickets 
are good on all trains and entitle holders to 
sleeping cars and first-class accommodations. 

The Western railroads have done their part. 
No further fault can be found with them. 
Now let the people do their part. The Illinois 
Commissioners have prepared a program of 
unusual attractiveness: There are to be no 
speeches. The peoptedon’t want them, but 
Jackson Park from morning until midnight 
will be the scene of extraordinary festivity 
and jubilation, with parades, pageants, music, 
illuminations, fireworks, and many other 
brilliant details which will go to make Illinois 
day a memorable one in the history of the 
Fair. Chicago also must do its part. Let 
the Mayor issue ‘a proclamation urging 
business-men to close up and give their em- 
ployés a chance to go to the Fair. Such a 
proclamation will carry great influence with 
it. Illinois day must bea success, It must 
be so much of a success that no other State 
day will be wotth mentioning in comparison 
with it. The harvest is over. The rates are 
down. The farmers with their wives and chil- 
dren now can come at a reasonable rate. The 
Fair will be the event of their lives and they 
will have five days to see it. Let them take 
such a holiday and give such an outing to the 
wives and children as they never again will 
have the chance to enjoy. 


STOCKDALE LETS THE CAT OUT OF THE 
G 


The most notable speech made in the House 
Monday was that of Representative Stock- 
dale of Mississippi, who ‘spoke last. It was 
entitled to that designation because of its 
truthfulness. He said: 

This fight was not between the East and West; 
it was between the creditor and the debtor 
classes. He liked the East, but the people of the 
South would not forsake their own interests in 
order to benefit the East or the West. 

Stockdale spoke out freely that which other 
free-silverites from his section have endeav- 
ored to conceal—that they want cheap silver 
dollars worth about 50 or 60 per cent of their 
face wherewith to pay the debts they owe to 
the bankers, brokers, and merchants who 


have trusted them. Southern planters of the 


Populist kind want to cheat their creditors, 
and also to cheat the ignorant blacks who 
work for them by paying debts and wages 
with 50 or 60 cent silver dollars, which is all 


they would be worth under free coinage. 


These dishonest men want to get cheap dol- 
lars,“ the cheaper the better, and they have 
allied themselves with the silver mine-owners, 
who profess to believe free coinage will add 
to the intrinsic value of the silver dollar. 
They are under a delusion, and the sharper 
witted Southerners kndw they are. The 
planters are perfectly willing to take advan- 
tage of that delusion and thus get the aid of 
the Senators «and Representatives from 
half a dozen mining States. The two wings 
of the coalition are seeking the same legisla- 
tion for totally different reasons. One wants 
to debase the silver dollar. The other hopes 
to make it better. Both agree only in their 
eagerness to get rid of gold money in this 
country and substitute silver monometallism 
of cheap dollars. 


HOOKER’S ABSURD SPEECH. 

Hooker of Mississippi, though as _well- 
informed as his colleague Stockdale, did not 
emulate his frankness. He opposed the un- 
conditional repeal of the Sherman law and 
said that if labor was distressed it was due to 
the action of the banks; that the repeal of the 
Sherman law would benefit no one, and that 
the present depression was not so much at- 
tributable to it as to the McKinley act! And

If Hooker had known that his colleague was 
going to let the cat out of the bag he would 
not have talked about banks and tariffs. He 
knows that the banks did not cause the export 
ofa hundred millions of gold within a com- 
paratively brief period preceding the panic. 
He knows they were not responsible for the lack 
of confidence in the silver currency 
which those heavy exports caused, a distrust 
which a little later. took the form of a lack 
of confidence in the ability of the banks them- 
selves to stand a fierce run, so that the depos-

Democratic ascendency must have been what 


has caused the mischief. Not the McKinley 


law but a dread of the repeal of its protective 
provisions may have helped to create alarm. 


THE LATEST FREE SILVER ABSURDITY. 

One of the most amusing arguments yet 
made in favor of 371-grain standard dollars 
worth intrinsically 58 cents as the standard 
of values in this country instead of the 100- 
cent dollar which was the actual standard 
from the establishment of the government to 
date is found in a fearfully verbose article in 
the Springfield Register, which paper, being a sil- 
ver monometallist-short-dollar sheet, is rather 
inclined to accept the conclusion of the 
writer, which is that Congress has no conati- 
tutional power to add to or take from the 
number of grains in the silver dollar. He 
asserts that: 

The silver dollar of 371% grains of pure sil- 
veristhe constitutional standard and unit of 
value, and Congress has no authority to 
change its intrinsic value or to substitute any 
other standard and unit. 

This funny statement is deduced from the 
fact that the Congress of the Confederation 
seem to have leaned towards the single silver 
~ rd, and also from the fact that the Con- 
stitution uses the word “dollars” in two 
places, coupled with the gratuitous assump- 
tion that “the Constitution fixed the silver 
dollar as the permanent standard and unit of 
value; from the further fact that the Con- 
gress of 1792 provided for the coinage of a 
silver dollar, coupled with the assumption 
that the members of that Congress claimed 
for it no power to change the standard unit of 
value; and finally fromthe fact that the num- 
ber of grains in the silver dollar has not been 
changed from 1792 to date. 

If it be assumed that when the framers of 
the Constitution said that Congress might im- 
pose a tax of “ten dollars” a head on im- 
ported persons, meaning thereby negro slaves, 
it was their intention to establish asa single 
monetary standard of values a silver dollar, 
the weight of which could not be changed 
except by an amendment to the Constitution 
(?) they must have had some specific dollar 
in their minds—some dollar the value and 
weight of which were so clearly understood 
that no one could be in ignorance of what 
was meant, That is the way the writer 
argues. 

There were in use Spanish and Mexican dol- 
lars of varying weights when the Constitution 
was adopted, and there was also a legal Amer- 
ican dollar established by the Congress of the 
Confederation. If the framers of the Consti- 
tution meant any specific dollar it must have 
been the then legal dollar of the country. But 
that dollar contained not 371% grains of 
pure silver, but 375.64. If it be said that the 
framers meant the Spanish milled dollar 
which was current then it had more silver 
than the legal dollar. No dollar then extant 
had 37144 grains of silver in it. Therefore 
the framers of the Constitution, if they meant 
to prescribe the quantity of pure silver in a 
standard dollar, could not have meant that it 
should have 371% grains. 

Consequently, when Congress in 1792 took 
up the coinage question it either violated de- 
liberately the mandates of the Constitution, a 
violation which has remained unchallenged to 
this day, or its members were satisfied, as 
they unquestionably were, that the Constitu- 
tion left the whole matter in their hands sub- 
ject to the implied condition that they should 
not make such a standard as would interfere 
with engagements and contracts made under 
other standards of value. 

Cutting loose therefore from the system of 
the Confederation, which tended in the direc- 
tion of silver monometallism, the Congress 
of 1792, Washington being President, acting 
under the advice of Hamilton, established bi- 
metallism, The act said: 

The proportional value of gold to silver in all 
coins which shall by law be current as money 
within the United States shall be as fifteen to 
one according to quantity in weight of pure gold 
or pure silver; that is to say, every fifteen pounds 
weight of pure silver shall be of equal value in 
i porerte with one pound weight of pure 
go 

This ratio was a faulty one, but the law 
shows that it was the intention of Congress 
that the gold dollar and the silver dollar were 
to be of equal intrinsic value, which many 
members of Congress want to violate bya 
false ratio of parity value, 

This action of Congress in establishing a 
bimetallic standard based on what was be- 
lieved to be the commercial ratio of the two 
metals passed unchallenged. It was taken 
four years after the adoption of the Constitu- 
tion. It is a little too late in the day to say 
now that that legislation was unconstitutional, 
or that it would be unconstitutional to change 
it. 

The Constitution does not specify what a 
dollar is, or its weight in either gold or silver, 
or what the standard of value shall be. It 
was not guilty of the curious absurdity of at- 
tempting to make castiron regulations on 
such a subject for all future time. This ab- 
surd assertion that the 87 1-grain dollar fs or- 
dained by the Constitution and cannot be 
changed except by amending it is an illustra- 
tion of the weakening éffect of the cheap dol- 
lar delusion on the minds of those who are its 
victims. When a man becomes convinced 
that lightweight, undervalued dollars, so use- 
ful for purposes of swindling creditors and 
cheating laborers, ought to be put in circula- 
tion he does not hesitate to falsify history, 
misinterpret the Constitution, pervert judicial 
decisions, and defy logic in the effort to show 
that the fraud he wishes to see carried out has 
legal justification. And the Springfield Regis- 
ter man is guilty of committmg these offenses.

Roms, Aug. 22.—The Italian Government

Bristol’s Crack Boat Frightens All but the

Newrorr, R. I., Aug. 22.—[Special.]—The 
Vigilant owns the Astor cups. She secured a 
mortgage on them last Thursday by defeat- 
ing all the other would-be cup defenders.

The Vigilant 
crossed the line first, followed about ten sec- 
onds later by the Pilgrim. The first leg of 
the race was about southwest, a beat to wind- 
ward, in a good strong sailing breeze. Just 
after-crossing the line both boats broke out 
baby jibtopsails and came about and stood 
on the port tack.

Explain Donaldson's Noyel Financial — 
Methods=Russian Notables Arrive. | 
“Senator J. D. Youmans of Sioux City, Ia., 
at the Gr 
Donaldson’s alleged flight to Mexico with 
$800.000 explained that Donaldson promised 
investors large interest on their money. He 
said he could not understand how Donaldson 
could inspire enough confidence in people to 
cause them to give up their money to him. 
It was one of the deep mysteries. There was 
nothing about the man to inspire confidence 


or even to win respect. But he got money 


and lots of it. He had an overweening confi- 
dence in his own capacity. He borrowed a 
great deal of money and thought he could pay 
a good interest on it and still have a big profit 
himeelf on what he could make with its use. 
He was fooled. With his banks and his Union 
Trust company in Sioux City and his cattle 
and his big farms, all operated vn borrowed 
money, or money from the sale of stock on 
which he had guaranteed a big dividend, he 
had load enough to swamp any man. In 
grounding the load he undoubtedly picked u 
everything that could be readily convert 
into cash and made way with it. But al- 
though this may go up into the thousands, the 
Senator did not believe the amount would 
reach „000. 
Matt Flynn, a contractor of Sioux City, 
who formerly owned stock in Donaldson’s 
Union Trust company, said at the Grand 
Pacific: 

Stockholders living in Sioux City luckily got 

under before the crash came. o were a 

little skeptical of Donaldson's methods. Donald- 
son met his Waterloo when he organized * 
Northwestern National Bank in Sioux City. It 
was his aim to have this institution do the 
financing for his chain of small banks in North- 
western lowa. But they were already under the 
control of his Union Trust company and the

I sup- 
pose they meant no wrong, but in Russia an evil 
ace means danger. As to this great city I can 
only add my praise to those who have ira 
covered that ground before me. 

Prince Cautacuzene will leave the city to- 
day for Canada, and will finally locate at 
Lenox, Mass., where he has engaged a cottage 
for the summer. Prince Lieven. who comes 
from one of the oldest and noblest families in 
Russia, is-a student in the University of St. 
Petersburg, and is greatly interested in 
American universities, many of which he will 
visit.

The second and last paper was by Silvanus 
P. Thompson, F. R. S., delegate from Great 
Britain, on Ocean Telephony.“ Prof. 
Thompson has gained a wide reputation 
among practical men by his studies of applied 
electricity, ae with reference to elec- 
trical mechanism. Soon after the electric 
light began to come to public notice he made 


‘a careful investigation of the theory of dyna- 


mo electric machines, which was embudied in 
his Cantor lectures before the Society of Arts 
in 1888. He also published about this time 
elementary lessons in electricity and magnet- 
ism, which has reached a circulation of more 
pees «Na 9 copies in the English language, 
es widely read translations into French, 
German, and Polish. He published a vol- 
ume on dynamo electric machines in 1884 
which has reached its fourth edition and has 
been translated into French and German. 
Prof. Thompson in 1891 was made an 
honorary Vice-President of the Frankfort 
Electrical Exhibition. He has been giving 
much study to the problems of ocean — 
ony and to the improvement of submarine 
cables. Mr. Thompson said among other 
things: 
To speak through a wire the audible syllables 
of language was a marvel. To accelerate tele- 
graphie transmission by automatic devices until 


a speed of even 500 words a minute was attained 
was a bewi a i t. But with 
the attainment of these tremendous strides, 
finality has not been reached. The ocean cable 
of : anged from what it 
was thirty years . Six or eight words a mia- 
ute slowly out are the usual limits of 
working of an old Atlantic cable. The spoken 
telephonic word and the rapid automatic tele- 
graphic message are too nimble for it. And yet 
no reasonable electrician can doubt for a moment 
that ocean telephony must come, or that the re- 
sources of science are equal to the solution of the 


problem.

But 
an Atlantic cable constructed on the new plan 
will not cost much more, when laid, than one of 
the old type; and whether or not it is successful 
in oaaverine telephonic speech it will certainly 
transmit telegraphic messages at a greatly ac- 
celerated speed of signaling. If one Atlantic 
cable can be constructed to do the work now re- 
quiring eight cables that cable will be construct- 
ed. Acceleration of the ocean telegraphic service 
is in itself a desirable step in advance; but the 
advance will not be complete until telephonic 
speech is transmitted also from shure to shore.

Large Attendance at the Psychical Con- 
gress Sessions. 

Today's Program—10 a.m.—Halls 31, 32, and 
83, Meteorology; Hall 4, Chemistry: Halls 7, 8, 
and 6, Electricity ; Hall 22, Philosophy ; Hall 26, 
Psychical Science; Hall 27, Geology (woman's 
session).

The third session of the Psychical Con- 
gress showed no diminution in the interest 
manifested in that branch of science.

Where other con- 
gresses have had tens this has been attended by 
hundreds. 

The first paper of the morning was contrib- 
uted by Dr. Xavier Dariex of Oxford 
University on the outline of a project 
for a general union for experimentation 
in psychical phenomena. The paper was, 
in the absence of the author, read by Prof. 
Coues. This was followed by a paper on 
„Experimental Thought Transference,” by 
Frank Todmore of London, and was 
read by F. W. H. Myers. After a 
brief feview of the rise of thought 
transference or telepathy the paper entered 
upon the subject proper. The paper dealt 
with the main sources of error in experi- 
mentation, which he classified under three 
heads—the conscious acquisition of informa- 
tion by foreign means; the unconscious ac-

that of Prof. J W. Langley of Cleveland. 
O., on “The Work and Aims of the Committee 
on International Standards of the Composition 
of Steel. “The paper was discussed by M. 
H. Vilmorin of Paris and others. 

Prof. Storey presided at the Mathematical 
Congress. Prot. Klein of Gottingen, Ger- 
many, was paid the compliment of being 
elected one of the honorary Presidents of the 
Congress. Some of the’ papers read were 
written in French and German. ‘The paper 
by Prof. Hurwitz of Zurich, Switzerland, was 
read by Prof. White. Prof. Alexander Mc- 
Farlane of the University pf Texas read a 
paper on the definitions of trigonometric 

unctions. A paper by Artemas Martin, LL. 
D., of the United States Coast Survey, on 
fifth power numbers was read by Prof. Moon. 
The other papers read were by Prof. David 
Hilbert, Dr. H. Minkowski, Prof. E. Study, 
and Prof. Heinrich Webber, all of Germany. 
The section adjourned to meet at the German 
University exhibit at the World’s Fair at 3 
o’clock in the afternoon. 

Many Attend the Pharmacy Congress. 


Attendance was good at the Pharmacy Con- 
gress. The principle subject of discussion 
was the education of yo men in colleges 
and schools of l t was introduced 
by a paper presented by Michael Carteigh, who 
held that in countries where the status of 
pharmacists was regulated by legislation and 
where pharmacy laws have obtained a hold 
those already e in the profession 
should be dealt with leniently. At the same 
time, he said, thorough common sense exam- 
inations should nevertheless be insisted upon. 
The opinion of the meeting was that uniform- 
ity of curriculum as applied to different coun- 
tries was at present im ible. Delegates 
from Canada presentéd the merits of the Ca- 
nadian meth of pharmaceutical examina- 
tion.

At the congress on Philosophy Prof. H. N. 
Gardner of Smith College, Mass., read a pa- 
per on Teleology in the modern philosophy of 
nature. Prof. ce of Harvard read a paper 
written by Prof. Thomas Davidson of New 
York on the subject of faith as a faculty of the 
mind, what it reveals and what it commands. 
Prof. Francis Galton of England gave an ad- 
dress on the subject of inquiries into relations 
between form of hand and character. The 
following memorial was presented relating to 
the death of Prof. Azarias, one of the most 
eminent philosophers of this country, who 
died a few days ago:

The congress 
extends its sympathy to those to whom the death 
of Brother Azarias is an immediate personal af- 
fliction, both to his family and to the Brothers of 
the Christian Schools. 
Geological Papers by Women. 

The first paper read at the Woman’s 
Geological Cong was on chemical geology 
by Mrs. Lowery. e paper was a brief out- 
line of the evolution of the earth of today 
from a mass of white hot vapor, and of the 
steps in scientific knowledge by which this 
process had been traced out. Artistic 
Geology,“ by Mrs. Maxon Cobb, was the 
next paper. No nation, said the speaker, 
ever succeeded in art while neglecti 
science. The duty of artis to interpret an 
idealize, not photographically to copy nat- 
ure.’ 

Mrs. Maxon Cobb advanced the theory that 
it was from want of scientific knowledge 
geologic monstrosities miscalled landscapes 

ad been nalmed upon a long suffering pub- 
lic. By illustration and argument the speak- 
er convinced her audience of the need of 
work on artistic geology. She also advanced 
the argument that children should be taught 
early in their school life the advantages of the 
scientific study of geology, which would bea 
never ending source of delight and instruc- 
tion to them in later days. 

A large number of prominent weather men 
from every State in the Union were present 
at the Congress on meteorology. A letter of 
regret was read from the absent President of 
the association, Maj. Dunwoody of Washing- 
ton, D.C. The first subject discussed was 
Inspection of Stations of Observation and 
Display Stations Annually ”’ to form the ac- 
quaintance of the observers and displaymen 
and to instruct and encourage them in their 
work. The discussion was divided into two 
parts: First, importance of location of in- 
struments and elevation of instrument shelter 
above ground; second, instruments and 
shelter to be supplied by the National 
Weather Bureau. o papers were read, but 
all present took part in the discussion of the 
topic. 

<i Decision Voiced in Resolutions. 

The sense of the convention was expressed 
in the following resolutions adopted after a 
thorough discussion of the subject:

RAIN IMPROVES WISCONSIN CROPS. 


Favorable Weather Conditions Help Corn 
in the South and West. 


Miuwavuker, Wis., Aug. 22.—The govern- 
ment weather crop bulletin for the State of 
Wisconsin for the week ending Tuesday, Aug. 
22, is as follows: 

The rain freshened vegetation and placed the 
corn crop so far ahead that throughout all of 
the southern and central counties the crop will 
be past danger of early frosts in ten days to two 
weeks, with a lar ield in many cases Pota- 
toes were improved. in a few favored southern 
counties the grain is above 6xpectation. Buck- 
wheat is do well. Tobacto is being cut, but is 
proving small. Fall plo has un in many 
counties. Cranberries are doing well. 

The average amount of rain which should fall 
during the last week is about .65 of an inch.
